.From the above factors a 
strong case can be made for 
Altona, It is as near the 
centre of the city as other 
less potential sites. It can 
be erected on Crown land 
not at the expense of parks 
and reserves, It is in the 
south-western area of the 
city—an almost ideal counter- 
poise for Monash University. 

Among other obvious ad- 

vantages of Aitona can be 

listed— 

1. The vital fact that 25 
per cent. of Altona’s 
population are students; 

2. Its flat terrain; 

3. Its accessability to Gee- 
long and western and 
northern districts; 

4. Its proximity to the 
Metropolitan Farm for 

’ agricultural studies; and 

5. Its proximity to Mel- 
bourne’s manufacturing 
and processing industries 
in Sunshine and_ Foots- 
cray, together with the 
Petrochemical Complex 
in its midst offers un- 
paralicled opportunities 
for engineering and 
science studies. 

Other considerations must 

be given regard in reaching 

a decision for a site for the 


Mr. Bolte has further made 
progressive remarks Te the 
possible site for this institu. 
tion. These in their context 
can only be regarded as 
favourable to Altona’s pros- 
pects. 

On occasions the Premier 
has stated certain pre-condi- 
tions to the establishment of 
a univerity— 

(a) Must be near the 

centre of Melbourne; 

(b) Preferably on Crown 

Jand; and 
(c) Not in existing parks 
and reserves. 

Not remarked by Mr. Bolte 
is the fact that with the exis- 
ting universities in the north 
and south-east of the city, 
from a purely objective view- 
point, a western site is re 
quired.

such a source.. They have the real and tan- 
gible aid of enthusiastic funds of the

‘Altona’s rapid | growth has, 
however, imposed on some 
schools, accommodation and 
staff problems. For instance 
Altona East which opened in 
1960 with an enrolment of 





270 has now 690 pupils and 
sit. Mary’s were ‘unable to 
enrol new students at the be- 
ginning of this year. 

While it is regretted that 
the words “free education” 
are not really applicable, the 
Government by its liberal use 
of scholarships has done 
much to assisti many parents 
to meet school expenses. 

As regards equipment. 
and other amenities, strictly 
essential needs are provided 
in the State Schools. It is 
left for local effort to supply 
other important or desirabie 
items. Local funds for this 
purpose receive a Govern- 
ment subsidy of £1 for £1 with 
a higher rate for buildings 
and improvements. The sub- 
sidy on asembly halis is £3 
for every £1 raised locally.

A particular difficulty fac- 








ing committees and councils 
in Altona is the improvement 
and maintenance of schoo} 
grounds. The foresight of 
the Education Department 
enabled it to provide all 
schools with ample grounds. 
Many schools have large 
areas which are subject to 
flooding. The Minister for 
Education insists that the 
care and upkeep of school 
grounds is the responsibility 
of local bodies, This would 
be no great hardship in many 
inner suburban districts but 
the extensive ground areas 
jn Altona can only have the 
fringe touched with available 
funds. In addition, the prob- 
lems of draining or grading 
the low lying land must be 
faced. Representation to the 
Minister has been made re- 
cently by the. Altona Shire 
Council, that by virtue of the 
above facts Altona should re- 
ceive special consideration. 
Ait least the Minister did, 
visit, our schools though un- 
fortunately not in wet con- 
ditions. 


LIBRARY FACILITIES 


The vital need to develop 
sound reading ideas and love 
of good literature has been 
realised in the emphasis many 
schools have given to building 
of libraries. Several schools 
are moving in the direction 
of assembly halls—a long felt 
move in Altona now made 
mere possible by a generous 
subsidy. 

According to its life or 
stage of progress each school 
body is independently seeking 
to secure its aim—the har- 
mony of the school and the 
welfare of the scholars.

of problems, but there is one which dominates 
others, one problem which is the basis of futu 
industry progress—the achievement of an effecti 
system of orderly egg marketing in Australia. Wit 
out this sound basis, the solution to other proble 


amount to very little. 


In the past few.years in 
Victoria, we have seen an 
extreme pattern of “boom 
and slump" with all its at- 
tendant waste of resources. 
Net returns to producers have 
declined rapidly to an un- 
economical level, profitability 
has been at its lowest ebb. 

During 1961-63, much. hard- 
ship occurred and large num- 
bers of producers left the 
industry and sought other 
employment, having wasted 
not only their own time, but 
feed and equipment. 

More recently, hatchery 
sales have slumped and we 
have even experienced egg 
shortages so soon after mas- 
sive surpluses. With High 
Egg Board levies to recoup 
losses suffered on exporting 
these surpluses, we have also 
seen the growth of interstate 
and bogus interstate trading. 

This practice has the po- 
tential to grow even stronger 
and seriously threaten our 
existing system of marketing. 

In ail these squeezes, the 
surviving producers have 
shown increases in efficiency 
but, unfortunately, interstate 
marketing and pool evasion 
negate the challenge to be 
efficient, 

With such reduced produc- 
tion, the egg industry is 
beoming again and many 
problems associated with sur- 
pluses, including pool eva- 
sion and interstate trading, 
appear to have eased. How- 
ever, with higher net returns 
for eggs, reports indicate 
many more chickens will be 
sold in 1964, and so produce 
surpluses in 1965 and 1966, 
and so on to another slump. 
Unless conditions change 
with the next slump, the very 
existence of the State Egg 
Marketing Board system 
could be threatened. “ 

To gauge just how much’ 
the smaller producers need 
this marketing board system 
we can look overseas. There, 
quite logical economic devel- 
opment within the poultry in- 
dustry is leading to “fewer 
but larger” units in all 
phases of production, where 
larger firms tend to dominate 
certain sectors such as breed- 
ing, and where even efficient 
small family farms are being 
squeezed out. Smaller pro- 
ducers are being forced to 
co-operate and group together 
much as smaller grocery re- 
tailers are doing. * 

What better protection 
could Australian egg produ- 
cers have against the excesses 
of these overseas trends than 
an efficient and effective sys- 
tem of State Marketing 
Boards, in fact, offer smaller 
producers the chance to share
